Adjoining to China on the weſt, is the large 
country of Thibet, called by ſome Barantola : in 
a province of this country, named Laſa, reſides 
the grand Lama, or high-prieft of theſe idolaters;

moſt of the neighbouring nations, The 
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The high opinion which is entertained of bis 
facred characten induceth prodigious numbers of 
religious people to reſort to Laſa, to pay their 
Homage to bim, and to give him preſents, in ore . 

der to receive his bleſſing. His reſidence is in 
4 molt magnificent pagod, or temple, built on the top 


: of the mountain Putala, The foot of this moun- 


_ tain, and even the whole diftrie? of Laſa, is in- 
| habited by an incredible number of Lamas, of 
different ranks and orders, ſeveral of whom have 
very grand pagods erected ts their honour, in which 
they receive a kind of inferior worſhip, The 
whole country, like Italy, abounds with eriefls ; "Bo 
and they entirely ſubſiſt on the great number of rich 
preſents, which are ſent them from the utmaſt x- 
tent of Tartary, from the empire of the great Na- 
ul, and fram almoſt all parts of the Indies. 
| Then the grand Lama nad pan the adorations of 
the people, he is raiſed an a magnificent altar, and 
 fatteth craſi-legged upon a ſplendid cuſhion ; his 
worſhippers proſtrate themſelves befare bim in the 
bumbleſi and molt atjeft manner; but he returueth 
not the leaſt i ign of reſpe, nor ever ſpeaketh, even to | 
the greateft princes; he anly layeth his hand upon 
their beads, aud they are fully perſ waded that they 


receive from thence a full forgiveneſs F all thetr | 


| Vins. They are likewiſe ſo extrauagant as to ima- 
gine, that he knoweth all things, even the ſecrets

| ealed: and the preſent emperor, who is very cu- 
rious in ſearching after the writings of antiquity, 
became at length ſo fully convinced of the probabili- 
ty of this opinion, that he determined to try whe- 
ther any diſcovery of this fort could be made. To 
this end, his firſt care was to 1 out a perſon emi- 

nently ſkilful in the ancient languages and chara- 
Hers. He at length pitched upon one of the Han- 
lins, or doctors of the firſt order, whoſe name was

T witl not detain your Lirdſhip, with any parti- 
culars of his journey, altho* he hath publiſhed a 


large account of it, abounding with many ſurpriz- 


ing relations, and which, at my return to England, 
J may probably tranflate and publiſh entire: let it 


ſuffice at preſent, that when he arrived in theſe ſa- 


cred territories, the magnificence of his appearance, 


and the richneſs of his preſents, failed not to gain 
| him a ready admiſſion, He had apartments ap- 
pPoitned him in the ſacred college, and was aſſiſted 
in his enquiries by one of the maſt learned Lamas. 
He continued there near fix months, during which 
time he had the ſatisfaction of finding many va- 
luable pieces of antiquity ; from ſome of which he 
hath made very curious extracts, and hath formed 
ſuch probable conjectures concerning their authors,

One 
thing, however, occafioneth ſome doubt amongſt them, 
and that is the plan of it; which is entirely new to 
the eaſtern perfle, and ſo unlike any thing they have 
ever ſeen, that if it was net for ſome turns of e- 
| an pecular to the Eaſt, and the imp: ;/ſibility of 
accounting for its being written in this very ancent 
language, many would Suppoſe i it to be the work of 
an European. 
But whoever was the writer of it, the great
